Cluster of Lights

The Fulton-Hope link of In- 


terstate 30having been in service 
the better pail of a year it does 
seem reasonable to ask why no 
one has done anything about 
installing a cluster of high- 
powered lights at a scene which 
has produced several wrecks and 
at least two fatalities. 


There is a fine set of lights on 


the eastern side of Hope where 
State 4 merges with U.S. 67, but 
no lights at all at the far more 
dangerous curve which dumps I- 
30 eastbound traffic abrumptly 
onto State 4. 


I suggest state and federal 


authorities look into this matter. 
I don't know who foots the bill for 
electricity for the lights on the 
eastside 67-4 junction—but if that 
is worthy of special protection 
for high-speed motorists then 
there is a much stronger case for 
big lights at the I-30-State 4 exit. 


The eastside junction is for 60- 


miles-per-hour traffic—but the 
junction where there are still no 
lights handles cars coming off a 
75-miles-per-hour road. 


The least we can expect from 


public authorities is an ex- 
planation—and

government took a final read- 
ing of the economy's July-Sep- 
tember performance today and 
found it better than first be- 
lieved. 


The Of098 National Productp 


output of the nation's goods and 
services, advanced by 3.9 per 
cent in the third quarter, a full 
percentage point higher than 
the government announced al- 
most a month ago in prelimi- 
nary data. 


At the same time, the rate of 


inflation was lower than origi- 
nally announced, advancing at 
a rate of 3 per cent in the third 
quarter compared with the 3.4 
per cent announced earlier. 


Despite the revised report, 


the economy still came across 
reflecting considerable slack in 
the July-September period, ad- 
vancing too slowly to trim the 
high rate of unemployment sig- 
nificantly. 


Economists say a growth rate 


of at least 4 per cent is needed 
just to begin making inroads 
into unemployment. 


The revisions in GNP oc- 


curred mainly in residential

House Rejects Effort 
to Cut Off War Funds 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Cut- 


off of Indochina war funds is 
headed for a new Senate fight 
after defeat in the House and a 
statement by President Nixon 
that he will ignore the only war 
deadline Congress has passed. 


In what Nixon called an en- 


dorsement of his Vietnam pol- 
icy, the House rejected 238 to 
164 an effort to halt funds for 
all U.S. Indochina war oper- 
ations next June 1. 


But Sen. Frank Church, D- 


Idaho, said Congress should ap- 
ply "the power of the pursestr- 
ings which belong to Congress 
alone" if the President ignores 
the policy passed by Congress 
on ending the war. 


Church said he and Sen. John 


Sherman Cooper, R-Ky., will 
geek Jp amend a House-passed 


$71-billion defense appropria- 
tions bill to withhold Indochina 
war funds except for money 
needed to get U.S. forces out. 


A White House aide said Nix-

The June 1 war fund cutoff

the route, and another

found dead near the freeway. 


There may be more. Another 


slain Washington area girl was 
found some distance away near 
Bowie, Md., but she was last 
seen in May at a shopping cen- 
ter less than a mile from the 
spot where the latest body was 
found. 


Similarity is the catchword of

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — For- 


mer Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller, 
in a letter to Gov. Dale Bump- 
ers, says he was "shocked" by 
the governor's remark that pris- 
on reform under former Correc- 
tion Commissioner Robert Sar- 
ver was "mostly in the form of 
rhetoric rather than action." 


"Such a statement reveals a 


distressing lack of knowledge 
about the facts of penal reform 
in Arkansas and constitutes ...

sional reputation and courage," 
Rockefeller's letter said. 


Bumpers made the remark in

The total 
last week was 21, eight more 
than the week before. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand reported 1,063 of the ene- 
my were killed last week, but 
the U.S. Command reported 
900. U.S. spokesmen had no im- 
mediate explanation for the dis- 
crepancy. 


The previous week's enemy 


death toll was increased from 
789 to 790. 


The U.S. Command reported

A U.S. spokesman said this 


was the case with five Ameri- 
cans killed last week when 
their helicopter crashed due to 
a mechanical failure while on a 
mission supporting besieged 
South Vietnamese troops.

Senate turned back 49 to 46 a 
Republican move today to kill a 
Democratic-backed proidMitial 
campaign financing plan which 
could give major party nomi- 
nees |20.4 million each in pub- 
lic funds next year. 


The key test apparently in- 


dicated 
that 
the 
Democrats 


have the votes to write the plan 
into the $26-billion tax cut bill. 


But 
Republicans 
indicated 


they might continue to fight the 
proposal by offering a series of 
amendments to it. 


The move of Sen. Charles 


McC. 
Mathias, R-Md., to kill 


the plan was beaten with votes 
of 49 Democrats. It was sup- 
ported by 43 Republicans and 3 
Democrats. 
'The Senate Wednesday killed 
an attempt to add a big Social 
Security increase to the bill, 
and thus apparently buried the 
issue for the remainder of the 
debate. 


The amendment, offered by 


Sen. Edward J. Gurney, R-Fla., 
would have given all Social Se- 
curity beneficiaries a S-per-c-ent 
boost as 
well as providing 


many other special increases. 


But Sen. Russell B. Long, D- 


I-a., floor manager of the bill, 
contended 
these 
questions 


should be considered on the 
House-passed welfare bill which 
contains similar Social Security 
provisions. He indicated this 


bill would reach the Senate 
floor by next March 1. 


Long predicted 52 of the 55 


Democrats would support the 
campaigned rider, wtthHwJy. 
50 votes needed for adoption. 
And, he said, as many as three 
Republicans might back it. 


The plan is similar to one 


written into law in 1966 but 
which was nullified in 1967. 


Money for the fund would be 


obtained through voluntary che- 
ckoffs by taxpayers on their in- 
come tax returns allocating $1 
of their payment for the pur- 
pose. 


There is a potential of raising 


$113 million this way in one 
year, sponsors say. 


Each major-party candidate 


would be entitled to $20.4 mil- 
lion from the fund next year, 
based on a formula of 15 cents 
for each person in the United 
States 18 years old and over. 


A third-party nominee would 


be given about $6.3 million. 


A nominee could decide not 


to use the government funds 
and rely on private financing. 
But if he accepted federal mon- 
ey, he would have to agree not 
to use any funds from other 
sources.

WASHINGTON (APi - The 


Nixon 
administration 
asked 


Congress today to deny a re- 
quest that the Civil Aeronautics 
Board be empowered to fix in- 
ternational air rates. 


Arguing against a key provi- 


sion in a CAB-backed bill, and 
offering an administration plan 
as a substitute, Asst. Secretary 
of Transportation Charles D. 
Baker said: 


"We believe that the board's 


authority should be limited to 
the suspension and disapproval 
of such international air rates 
and that it should not include 
the power to prescribe or fix 
such rates." 


The powers contained in a 


House bill, Baker said in testi- 
mony prepared for the House 
transportation 
subcommittee, 


"are 
an 
extension 
of 
the 


board's domestic rate authority 
which we consider to be too 
wide-ranging for use on the in- 
ternational side, and not neces- 
sary." 


Deputy Asst. Secretary of 


State Bert Rein agreed with 
Baker's views. The State De- 
partment, Rein said, is not per- 
suaded that regulation should 
extend beyond the prevention of 
"uneconomic low rates or ex- 
cessively high rates."

Bombers Hit 
Cong Supply 
Depots

SAIGON (AP) — U.S bomb- 


ers made their 77th strike of 
the year in North Vietnam 
Wednesday and hit North Viet- 
namese supply depots in the de- 
militarized zone for the sixth 
successive day, the U.S. Com- 
mand reported today. 


Four Air Force Phantom jets 


knocked out two antiaircraft 
guns that fired on them from 
the Ban Karai Pass, just inside 
North Vietnam and about 40 
miles north of the DMZ, the 
command said. 


The command said the Phan- 


toms were on a bombing mis- 
sion on the Laotian side of the 
border when they were fired 
on. None of the planes was hit, 
the command added. 


A major American air cam- 


paign is under way around the 
Ban Karai and Mu Gia passes 
farther north to slow the move- 
ment of arms and ammunition 
to South Vietnam.

Meanwhile, half a dozen B52 


heavy bombers dropped 180 
tons of explosives on North 
Vietnamese depots in the south- 
ern half of the demilitarized 
zone. Once again the targets 
were at the western end of the 
zone near the Laotian border. 


Only light ground action was 


reported across South Vietnam. 
But North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong attacks continued in Cam- 
bodia. 


The Cambodian command re- 


ported that enemy troops as- 
saulted Phnom Basel, 14 miles 
northwest of Phnom Penh, kill- 
ing five Cambodian soldiers 
and wounding three. 


More than 5,000 Cambodian 


troops are taking part in ,ui op- 
eration that seeks to drive 
Communist troops 
from 
the 


western outskirts of Fhnom 
Penh. The drive entered its sec- 
ond week today. 


More than 200 rockets and re- 


coilless rifle shells hit the pro- 
vincial capital of Prey Veng, 29 
miles southeast of Phnom 
Penh, and two rockets were 
fired at the South Vietnamese

Neak 


Luong, a mile away. A woman 
was killed at Neak Luong.

MAGNOLIA, Ark. (AP)-Carl 


Stokes, former black mayor of 
Cleveland,

They have christen- 
ed this vehicle "USA-Turk Ma- 
chine."

vironment. 


Many changes have taken 


place in the face of the United 
States and in Arkansas in par- 
ticular. Mr. Samuel looked back- 
ward 
to 
the 
days 
of 
the 


depression of 1929 and 
the 


thirties, and reminded 
his 


listeners that along with the 
depression we suffered through 
dust storms, soil erosion, and 
careless use of our soil and 


We have come a long way from 


the conditions that existed in 
those days, but now we are 
concerned about air pollution. 
"The public, and that's us," said 
Mr. Samuel, "want clean air but 
more cars; clean water but more 
industries; and more parks and 
open spaces but more housing." 


Mr. 
Samuel 
closed 
his 


program with a group of slides 
made in Arkansas, the first of 
which showed beautiful flowers, 
shady woodlands, attractive 
parks, landscaped highways, 
and all the good things we enjoy. 
The next slides showed litter 
along the highways, junked cars 
just off the highways, dumping 
grounds in plain view, garbage 
strown along the roads, and 
polluted streams. The contrast 
was quite revealing. 


"If we are to make Arkansas A 


and the United States the kind of 3 
place we want it to be, it is up to ' 
each of us as individuals to 
assume our personal respon- 
sibility in the matter of Ecology . 
and Environment", said Mr. 
Samuel.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A 


Texas prison official testified 
Wednesday that Arkansas pris- 
ons had improved in several 
areas during the last three 
years. 


Dr. George Beto, director of 


the Texas prisons, testified in 
U.S. District Court here before 
Judge J. Smith Henley in a 
hearing on efforts of the Arkan- 
sas Department of Correction to 
comply with an order Henley 
issued requiring prison improve- 
ments to satisfy constitutional 
requirements. The hearing was 
to resume today. 


Beto was the first witness for 


not participating in the escape, 
Johnson said. 


Johnson said that he was or- 


dered to maximum security af- 
ter 
the 
incident 
and 
that 


his hair was shaved from his 
head by the chief security offi- 
cer, Thomas Pirtle. Johnson 
said he had 10 stitches in his 
head from an earlier incident 
and that Pirtle disregarded his 
pleas to avoid running the clip- 
pers through the stitches. 


The inmate testified that he 


spent six days without clothing 
or toilet paper in a "quiel cell." 


He also said he did not see 


the discepllnary committee un- 


the state in a hearing that has 
til tne sj,th day, never had 


contained primarily testimony 
teen 
atjvised of his right to call 


of Cummins Prison Farm in- 
mates alleging acts of brutali- 
ty, types of deprivation and de- 
nial of due process. 


Beto said he had toured the 


prisons in Arkansas in 1968 at 
the request of then-Gov. Win- 
throp Rockefeller and had seen 
Cummins and Tucker Interme- 
diate Reformatory units again 
Wednesday. 


The Texas official said that 


among the improvements were: 


— Increasing employed per- 


sonnel at Cummins from nine to 
110. 


— Civilian, rather than in- 


mate, control of convict rec- 
ords. 


— Employed personnel, rath- 


er than inmates, in charge of 
convicts who work in the fields. 


— l*ss idleness among in- 


mates arid higher morale.

Johnson, a Cummins inmate, 
testified that he had seen four 
inmates, three of them hand- 
cuffed, forced to ride un the 
hood of a car, but that no one 
uas hurt in the incident. 


The incident developed as a 


result of an escape attempt by 
Uirev. persutis. he said. The at- 
tempt was quelled, but some 
guards fired shoLs near inmates 


a witness or have a lawyer be- 
fore the disciplinary body and 
had appealed three disciplinary 
verdicts to the superintendent 
without getting any response.

Million Jet 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Al- 


though the No. 1 jetliner in the 
White House fleet already has a 
look-alike sister ship, President 
Nixon wants an identical twin 
borne at a cost of more than $9 
million to taxpayers. 


The proposal, treated with 


such priority that it was includ- 
ed Wednesday in a supplemen- 
tal budget request for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, would provide 
him a second 
top-of-the-une 


model from Boeing's 707 series. 


In Seattle, a 
Boeing Co. 


spokesman said the plane could 
be ready by mid-1972, an elec- 
tion., year in which Nixon's ex- 
tensive travel routine is likely 
to expand. A presidential aide 
would say only that a delivery 
date is indefinite. 


The new airship, a 707-320B, 


would replace a 13-year-old 707- 
120 which has seen considerable 
service as Nixon's chief backup 
plane, including his recent trips 
to Alaska and Key Biscayne, 
Fla., and adviser Henry Kissin- 
ger's second visit to Peking. 


And it would match exactly 


the "Spirit of "76," the sleek, 9- 
year-old queen of the executive 
jet set at nearby Andrews Air 
Force Base. Although there is 
no difference in looks or luxury 
between it and 
the backup 


plane, the 707-320B has better 
range and can operate from 
shorter airstrips, according to 
Col. Ralph D. Albertazde, the 
President's pilot. 


"For example," said Alber- 


tazzie, "we got it into the Or- 
ange County, Calif., airport, 
and the backup couldn't have 
done that. We went into Tem- 
plehof >Berlin) and Ronaoke, 
Va., and the backup couldn't 
have done that, either." 


Albertazzie, who has flown 


Nixon into all 50 states and 
more than 250,000 miles, said 
he had not been aware the 
President was going to ask for 
the new plane, one of several 
items for which a total of $91.5 
million is sought in new spend- 
ing authority from Congress. 


"But it is a longstanding re- 


quirement," he said. "It will 
give us true backup capabil- 
ity." At the moment, he added, 
the "Spirit '76" is the only 707- 
320B in the 
Air Force 
in- 


ventory. 


Asked if he thought Nixon 


should have a jumbo jet, such 
as a Boeing 747 ur a DC10, Al- 
bertazzie replied: "We've con- 
sidered it But the problem is 
one erf ground support.
